POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY.

COD LIVER OIL. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly . 
[rial Times, the Poultry Correspondent says: 


It has been found that, as cod liver oil is rich 
in vitamin A, it is a good substitute for © 
sunlight. There. are such numbers cf. 
chickens now reared without either sun 
or light, in battery brooders and on the ’ 
intensive system, and by other methéds, . 
that it was necessary to supply something ” 
in their food which would counteract the - 
bad effect of darkness, and cod liver oil ' 
is largely used where chickens are reared 
in large numbers without much open-air ' 
treatment. It is also useful when chickens ' 
are in any way backward or ‘delicate. 
For about fifty two-weeks’ old chicks a ' 
small teaspoonful daily may be added to ' 
the soft mash. Warm the oil and mix’ it 
with biscuit meal or oatmeal before 
stirring into the mash. Stale bread dried 
in. an oven and crushed will soak it up. 
Some just rub it into the dry mash, but 
this is tedious. At any rate, if chicks 
have plenty of sunlight and milk, ma do 
not need cod liver oil,

All went 
well until they had reached a point about 
midway between the shore and Wall’s Cove, 
when the motor engine of the yacht began 
to show signs of trouble. Finally it ceased 
working. 

There was a high wind and a moderately 
heavy sea running, and the frail little craft 
became unmanageable, The position of its 
oct eon became alarming when the vessel 
was borne steadily towards a number of sharp 
rocks. Distress signals were sent out, but 
were for some time unnoticed. | 

Wher) all seemed lost one of the men in 
desperation climbed the mast of the yacht, 
and waved his coat frantically. Fortunately, 
the attention of members of the Dunmore 
lifeboat crew was attracted. The lifeboat was 
manned with all speed, and a stern fight 
against tide and time began. 

“The yacht was reached when she was 
barely a hundred yards off the rocks: a line 
was thrown from the lifeboat and made fast 
by the now almost exhausted occupants.

Mr. Wallace analysed the activities of the 
Cork Harbour Board in recent years, and 
said that they had been very watchful of the 
interests of the port. He cited the develop- 
ment of liner traffic as an instance of the 
results of their work. 

Dealing with Queenstown as an air base, 
he said that the Harbour Board had in- 
terested themselves in this question in 1929, 
when a committee investigated possible sites, 
and estimates of necessary expenditure were 
prepared when Sir Alan Cobham visited Cork

in January, 1929. Sir Alan had referred to 
the facility with which the flying boat 
Calcutta was able to embark passengers from 
a liner at Queenstown for the Continent, and 


had stressed the wonderful geographical posi- 
tion of Cork, and advised them to take ad- 
vantage of it. Last summer a representative 
of the Royal Dutch Áir Lines inspected sites 
at Cork and Queenstown to determine 
as to their suitability as an air base. 
Referring to the upper harbour, Mr, 
Wailace said that steamers could come and 
go at all stages of the tide, and the lighting 
of the river channel had been compared to 
Patrick street, Cork. What more, he asked,

“That the Dail disapproves of the 
action of the Executive Council in 
removing General Q’ Daffy, Commis- 
sioner of the Garda Siechana, from 
office.”’ 

This motion will not appear on the 
Order Paper before Wednesday of next 
week. When it will be discussed depends 
on the facilities which the Government 
will afford for private members’ motions, 
and in view of President de. Valera’s 
statement yesterday, in reply to Mr. Cos- 
grave, it is unlikely that any facilities 
will be given. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE.
